TALK FACTORY TO 
OUR BUSINESS MEN

Manufacturing Plant Desires to 
Locate in City If Given 
Proper Encouragement 


And here is the story: 
“A preliminary confab in regard 
to 
Harrisburg’s 
much talked of 
factory boom took definite shape 
last night when a group of promi­ 
nent business men met to listen 
to a proposal made by 
Maurice 
Gordon, president of Gordon Mills, 
Inc., and Arthur Fink, vice presi­ 
dent and general counsel of the 
company. 
"Gordon 
Mills 
operates 
and 
maintains a pillow slip and bed 
sheet manufacturing plant at Be* 
ment, 111. 
Increased orders and 
need of additional facilities and 
capital necessitate expansion. The 
heads of the institution are there­ 
fore, 
according to their explana­ 
tion, looking for a suitable loca­ 
tion in southern Illinois. 
"The company, incorporated for 
$125,000, expects the citizens of the 
town they locate in to subscribe to 
$25,000 worth of stock. 
In return 
this concern would install machin­ 
ery and give employement to 35 to 
50 girls at the start, paying them 
from $12 per week 
at the start. 
More would be employed later. 
"Whether or not the city would 
support a manufacturing concern 
is not yet ascertainable but an in­ 
vestigation of the concern, its of­ 
ficers and financial standing 
is 
now under way. 
"It was stated today by several *ssue $25,000 more 
local business men that a pants Presents Facts 
manufacturing concern is ready to 
locate here providing assurances 
♦of support were given it; 
also a 
millinery company now in St. Lou­ 
is has asked for a survey of local 
conditions with the idea that it, 
too, would consider Harrisburg as 
a probable place for installation of 
a plant.”

Lack of Funds 
Put School in 
I Hole $70,000 


Need for Increase ~ 
In Tax Rote Outlined 
At Meeting at HTHS 


Lack of funds for educational 
purposes will have put the Har- 
i risburg Township high school in 
the hole to the tune of approxi- 
: mately $70,000 for the past 
two 
years, it was revealed last night 
at a meeting held at the school. 
Twice an attempt was made at 
the polls to raise the rate so that 
the school wouldn’t get into such 
financial embarrassment, but the 
public failed to go along with the 
move sufficiently and the proposi­ 
tion failed both times. 
A third attempt will be made 
to raise the rate by referendum on 
April 20. 
And, it was brought out at last 
night’s meeting, despite the fact 
that the school is getting deeper 
and deeper into debt, the teachers’ 
salary scale and the cost of educa­ 
tion per pupil are down at the bot­ 
tom of the list of southern Illinois 
schools. 
Must Stop Decline 
This means, it was pointed out, 
that the school will be deteriorat­ 
ing to a second class institution 
unless something comes along to 
stop the decline, which is an in­ 
crease in the tax rate in this case. 
I'THS Principal Eltis F. Hen­ 
son, a new man in town, presided 
at 
the meeting.

WASHINGTON un — President 
Eisenhower will ask Congress soon 
to boost defense appropriations for 
“critical items” such as guided 
missiles and aircraft, congression­ 
al sources said today. 
The amount of the anticipated 
request was not revealed. 
But 
some informed sources said they 
expect it to be "quite large.” 
The 
disclosure 
follows Demo­ 
cratic criticism that the adminis­ 
tration has been lagging 
in 
the 
weapons development race with 
Russia. 
At recent hearings of the Senate 
Armed Services Comimttee, chair­ 
man Richard B. Russell (D-Ga.) 
asked the Air Force to furnish a 
breakdown on what use it would 
make of an extra 1V£ billion dol­ 
lars if Congress should vote it. 
The Air Force has not yet re­ 
plied, the committee said. 
Sen. 
Leverett Saltonstall 
(R- 
Mass.), Senate 
Republican whip 
and ranking GOP member of the 
armed services group, and Sen. 
James H. Duff (R-Pa.), another 
committee member, conferred at 
the White House Wednesday with 
President Eisenhower on military 
matters, including the guided mis­ 
sile program. 
Neither, however, would divulge 
details of the subjects covered. 
Democratic 
members 
of the 
H o u s e Military Appropriations 
subcommittee and some senators 
have questioned the adequacy of 
the administration’s defense bud­ 
get.

Doing Good Job 
It said "the majority of the 
American people” want to abolish 
segregation as soon as possible 
but this goal “cannot be achieved 
with equal speed” in all areas. 
The committee called for “con­ 
tinued study at community, state 
and national levels” of the sharp­ 
ly disputed question of "the extent 
to which public schools may take 
cognizance of religious values.” 
It said athletic programs should 
be "controlled so that they serve 
young 
people 
rather than 
use 
them” to build up a school or a 
community’s 
competitive 
stand­ 
ing. 
While deploring 
the physical 
condition of today’s schools and 
the "acute” shortage of teachers, 
the committee emphasized that the 
nation’s educators 
are doing 
a 
good job with what they have. 
The 
report culminated 
a 16- 
month survey of the needs pf the 
nation’s school system.

The 25-year-old Illinois pilot, son 
of Mr. and Mrs. Carl Rude of this I 
city, parachuted to safety near 
Mount Clemens, 511 en M when his 
plane exploded and caught fire. 
. Lt. Rude suffered only a scratch I 
on the nose. 
He said he bailed out of the plane 
at 1,500 feet when its after-section j 
burst into flame shortly after he 
took oft from Seif ridge Field. 
He 
said he had flown the plane once 
before and it had functioned per­ 
fectly. 
He walked to a nearby road aft­ 
er landing and hailed a passing 
motorist, who happened to be a 
fire chief, and was driven to a 
Mount Clemens hospital. 
He was 
taken to the base hospital from 
there. 
Lt. Rude, a graduate of West 
Point Military academy in 1954 and 
of the Harrisburg Township high 
school, where he was center on 
the championship football team of 
1948, the following spring, telephon­ 
ed his parents following the inci­ 
dent. 
He' told them that he was the 
middle plane in a flight of three 
that took off from the base, and 
that when he heard an explosion 
behind him, he parachuted out. 
The plane crashed between two 
houses between Mt. Clemens and 
Detroit and Lt. Rude landed in a 
muddy field.

JERUSALEM (Israeli Sector) WI 
— Egyptian and Israeli guns thun­ 
dered again today at Gaza, push­ 
ing the Middle East closer to the 
brink of ail out war. 
Israel flatly warned United Na­ 
tions officials it will shoot back 
whenever Egypt fires. 
Egyptian and Israeli batteries 
blasted each other today for more 
than an hour in the second major 
outbreak of fighting within 
24 
hours. Today’s casualties were not 
announced. 
The 
death toll 
in Thursday’s 
fighting rose to 45 when Israel 
announced 
that 
3 Israelis were 
killed in the bombardment 
that 
shook 
the 
refugee-filled 
Gala 
strip. 
Another 116 persons were 
wounded, 6 of them israelis. 
Blame Each Other

intervention ef­ 
fected cease fires, ending 
both 
outbreaks. 
The deteriorating situation was 
turning U. N. Secretary - General 
Dag Hammarskjold’s Middle East 
mission into a race against time— 
and a possible w*ar.

New York by plane at 4 p. rn. CST 
today.

Austin, principal of the Ridgway 
high school, who spoke on re-or­ 
ganization 
of Japan’s 
p u b l i c 
schools. One thing most early and 
frequently mentioned by the Ja­ 
panese was that they wanted to 
know why they lost the war w ith 
their great preparation, and why 
the U. S. won with so little prepar­ 
atio n . The Japanese, thinking that 


the U S. type of education blight 
have been a paritally determining 
factor in our country’s ability to 
win this war, were anxious to have 
their system of education studied 
and changed. A committee of U. 
S. and Japanese educators was 
appointed to work together and 
make recommendations. Mr. Aus­ 
tin was one of the U. S. educators. 
The committee recommended in­ 
troducing co-education beyond the 
sixth grade levels. When this was 
successfully done in many of the 
schools, a need for a new type of 
education for girls arose. 
From 
the previous training of girls to 
become a gracious hostess and 
w ife, tile new schooling fitted them 
for a more overall pattern of life. 
The change in the boys’ education 
was almost as great. 
At the end 
of the study and re-organization, 
the Japanese schools became a 
more comprehensive and less spe­ 
cialized type. 
Mr. Austin’s talk was made more 
interesting by his humorous com­ 
ments and explanations of every 
day life, customs, and culture. The 
pieces of Japanese art, belonging 
to Mr. Austin, were typical of Ori­ 
ental art of the time. 
He stated 
that sometimes an ivory carving 
occupied the time of two genera­ 
tions of people. 
A statuette of 
Ninomiya Kinjiro, the Abe Lincoln 
of Japan, was in the collection. 
John Foster showed part of his 
Japanese carvings, about which the 
two men interestingly commented 
upon, as well as the Austin exhibit. 
The meeting closed with the so­ 
cial hour in charge of Mrs. Made­ 
line Holdoway, Mrs. Ida Choisser 
Mrs. Helen Adams, and Mrs. Ruth 
Ward, all of Eldorado.

Stevenson Says 
Sen. Kefauver 
Neglects Duties 


JACKSONVILLE, Fla. opt - Ad- 
lax Stevenson said today his Demo­ 
cratic 
presidential 
rival. 
Sen. 
Estes Kefauver of Tennessee, has 
neglected 
his Senate duties to 
campaign for the presidency and 
added that “there may be such a 
thing as wanting to be president 
too badly.” 
Stevenson came here after 
a 
three-day respite on a Kingsland, 
Ga., plantation Tor a lunch speech 
and day of barnstorming which 
opened his campaigning for the 
May 29 Florida 
presidential pri­ 
mary. Kefauver wound up a three- 
day 
Florida campaign 
tour on 
Wednesday. 
In his lunch address to a group 
of lawyers, the 1952 Democratic 
presidential candidate and former 
Illinois governor said Kefauver, 
who has 
beaten him soundly 
in 
two recent primaries, “share Re­ 
publican enthusiasm for my polit­ 
ical extinction.” 
He 
ticked 
off 
the 
occasions 
when, he said, Kerauver has been 
absent from 
the Senate during 
passage of important bills during 
the last eight years. It was 
the 
strongest personal attack thus far 
in the campaign for Stevenson, 
who agreed with his backers that 
he should “get tough” after Ke­ 
fauver defeated him in the Minne­ 
sota primary. 
Stevenson 
also 
reiterated 
his 
charge that Kefauver unfairly ac­ 
cused 
him of 
gathering 
party 
bosses behind his campaign and 
telling party members how 
to 
rote. 
“There may be such a thing as 
wanting to be president too badly 
and that may be one reason why 
none of Kefauver’s colleagues in 
the Senate and so few of the party 
leaders around the country have 
endorsed him,” Stevenson said.
